eral safety rules for going back 
to school = 

Buses 

If your child will be riding ‘a 
bus to school spend some time 
reviewing safety precautions 
with him 

Getting on and off the school 
bus are the most dangerous 
times of the ride, Tell him the 
proper way to get on and off the 
ous, and then go with him to the 
bus stop to show him exactly 
how to do it 

Point out to your child that 
just because he can see the bus. 
that does not_mean the bus’ driv 

can see him. Little ones espe 

a{ly may think that the driver 
¢ utomatically see them after 
they get off the bus 

Imagine a 10-foot-wide area 
surrounding the bus and consider 
it a danger zone Children can 


be hit by the 
wander outside th 
of vision but still « 
to the bus 

Tell your child to stay at least 
10 feet away from the bus at all 
times. Tell him never to stoop 
under the bus to pick something 
-up. If he drops something he 
Should wait until the bus. pulls 
away before retrieving it ‘3 

If your child has to cross the 
street after getting off the bus, 
he should walk 10 feet in front of 
the vehicle and then wait for the 
bus driver to motion him across 
the street. If your child crosses 
directly in front of the bus, the 
driver may not. see him, pull 
away and hit your child. 

ildren waiting to board the 

bus should not wait in line next 
to the bus. The line should form 
facing the bus door 

Walking
